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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC % 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1 , 2-4, 7-20, and 5 as currently amended, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Teramoto et al. (US publication 
2003/0059991) in combination with the applicant's admitted prior art (AAPA), 
Yamazaki (US publication 2004/0201874), Fujimura (US publication 
2005/0141 19), Takaoka et al. (US patent 4,584,025), and Yamanaka (US 
publication 2003/0148565). 

With respect to presently amended claims 1-4, 5, and 7-20, Teramoto et al. 
in combination with Yamazaki, Fujimura, Takaoka et al., and Yamanaka teach the 
invention as claimed. See the contents of the rejection of the office action dated 
07/12/05 and 03/29/06. 

Further with respect to currently amended claim 5, Teramoto et al. fail to 
teach that the laser irradiation is performed sequentially with respect to an adjacent 
region of the semiconductor material layer by adjusting a relative position of the 
semiconductor material layer and the mask slit. 

AAPA teaches the laser irradiation is performed sequentially with respect to 
an adjacent region of a semiconductor material layer by adjusting a relative position 
of the semiconductor material layer and a mask slit to achieve a polycrystals of 
needle-like shape having long length. See the paragraph bridging pages 3 and 4 of 
this application. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art of making 
semiconductor devices to incorporate the teaching of AAPA into the process of 
Teramoto et al. to attain the above benefit. 

Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments filed 06/27/06 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. See below. 

In response to the applicant's arguments in the paragraph bridging pages 6 
and 7 of the amendment dated 06/27/06, it is submitted that the prior art 
motivation or advantage may be different that that of applicants while still 
supporting a conclusion of obviousness. In Re Wiseman 201 USPQ 658 (CCPA); Ex 
Parte Obiaya 227 USPQ 58 (Bd. of App. 1985).
